Device for Watermarking. 





An illustration is given of a device to 
be applied to Fourdrinier machines for the 
purpose of making watermarks in the web | 
at different adjustably fixed distances apart. | 

Figure I is a plan or top view of a part of 
a Fourdrinier paper machine embodying | 
this improvement. Fig. 2 is a side eleva- | 
tion of the parts shown in Fig. 1. Fig. 3 is 
an enlarged side elevation similar to Fig. 2; 
in this view certain driving pulleys are re- 
moved. Figs. 4 and 5 are similar views of 
a part of Fig. 3, illustrating the operations 
of the let-off mechanism. The arrangement | 
may be applied to such machines already in 
use. 

The ordinary arrangement of the wire, suc- 
tion boxes, deckel frame, straps and dandy | 
roll is observed ; but forward of the dandy 
roll R there is placed a shaft, S, which carries | 
adjustably fixed upon it one or more suitable 
watermarkers, as M. These watermarkers | 
are made detachable from the shaft and also 
adjustable longitudinally. The shaft S is 
carried in bearings 14, adjustably fixed by 
means of suitable bolts on standard N N’. 
The position of the shaft is such that when 
it is revolved at a proper speed the types 20 | 
on the watermarkers M will roll in proper 
contact with the web of paper F as it 
is formed on the wire W. The move- 
ment of the shaft S is intermittent, the 
duration of the intermission being varied 
for the purpose of making the watermarks 
at different distances apart in the length of 
the web E; but during its movement the 
shaft has a uniform velocity. This is readily 
obtained by means of ordinary change gear- 
ing, or by a belt and pulleys. 

The driving pulley 22 is conveniently 
placed on the deckel shaft 4,and from pulley 
22 a belt, 23, runs to the driven pulley 24 on 
the watermarker shaft S. These pulleys 
(or the gears, if gears be used in place of 
pulleys) are to be made of such relative sizes 
as will in practice cause the types 20 to roll 
against the web of paper without any slid- 
ing movement. Operated by this means the 
shaft S normally has a continuous rotary 
movement. 

For rendering the movement intermittent 
one of the pulleys (id this instance pulley 
24) is preferably affixed to its shaft by means 
of an ordinary friction clamp or the like, as 
48, and a let-off or stop mechanism is pro- 
vided to temporarily interrupt the rotary 
movement. This mechanism is preferably 
constructed and arranged as follows: The 
shaft S has fixed upon it a hub, 15, having 
thereon a projecting dog, 16, for engaging 
with a stoparm, 7, forming a part of lever 
18. This lever is pivotally secured at 17 to 
the bracket N, and is held in normal posi- 
tion by a spring, 34, one end of which is 
fixed to the arm 7 and the other end to the 
bracket N. The cam 25, which is carried on 
the stud 19 in the bracket N, engages with 
the cam shaped end 21 of the lever 18. The 
cam 25 in turning on its shaft forces down 
the end 21 of the lever 18, thereby lifting 
the end 7 and liberating the dog 16, fixed to 
the shaft S. 

The cam 25 is driven from a shaft, 4 (al- 
ways slower than the shaft S), through the 
train of gears 27, 28 and 29. The sizes of 
the gears in this train may be varied to pro- 
duce different spaces between the water- 
marks on web E, Gear 29 being made 
larger relative to gear 27, the time of one 
revolution of the cam 25 will be increased 
and the distances apart of the water- 
marks will be correspondingly increased. 

The intermediate gear 28 is carried ona 
stud, 30, adjustably fixed in slot 31 of the 
rocking arm 32, which has its bearing on a 
sleeve projecting from the bracket N, and is 
adjustably secured thereto by the clamp 
screw 33. This apparatus is a well-known 
means for transmitting motion from one 
gear to another, especially where one mem- 
ber of the train of gearing is sometimes to be 
changed for another of different size. By this 
means. the watermarks may be varied in | 











their distances apart longitudinally in the 
web, for these must be equal to the circle de- 
scribed by the types 20 plus the distance trav- 
eled by the web during the interruption of 
the movement of the shaft S. The result is 
that the same watermarking devices may 
be used for marking sheets of different 
sizes and with the watermarks all properly 
located in the sheets 

The operation of the mechanism is as fol- 
lows: The several parts of the machine be- 
ing at rest, as shown in Figs. t to 3, inclu- 
sive, with the projecting portion 26 of the 
cam 25 against the end 21 of the lever 18, 
and the arm or projection 16 of the dog 15 
against the arm 7 of the lever, the machine 
is started, with the shaft 4 revolving in the 
direction shown by arrow 35, and the wire 


| W traveling in the direction shown by ar- 
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addition of a little brilliant or malachite 
green. 

Malachite and brilliant green are very 
beautiful shades and are independent, that 
is, they are dye stuffs not made from mix- 
tures of yellow and blue aniline products. 
The characteristic color shade is a bluish 
green which cannot resist the sunlight. 
Brilliant green is somewhat more yellow 
than malachite green. Both dye stuffs are 
extensively used for envelope, wrapping 
papers, &c. One part of the dye is dissolved 
in from 30 to 40 parts of warm water, with 
the addition of a little acetic acid. Any 
boiling of the dye liquor is to be avoided. 
Mordanting is done with sulphate or acetate 


of alumina. It is better to first color the 


pulp with chrome yellow when yellowish 
green shades are wanted, Peacock green 





quercitron and turn it blue. Aniline green 

is bleached with dilute hydrochloric acid.—

The Question of Motive Power. 





By C. R. Tompkins, M. E. 





Some enthusiasts on the subject of 
electricity as a motive power have expressed 
the opinion that it is not only the coming 
power, but that in time it is destined to 
supersede both water and steam. Now, in 
what manner this is to be accomplished I 
fail to discover. In the first place, there are 
only two known ways at the present time in 
which electricity to any considerable extent 
may be generated. One is in galvanism, 
by the use of batteries, and the other in in-

row 36. The cam 25 turns from the position 
shown in Fig. 3 to that shown in Fig. 4, dur- 
ing which time it has moved the lever 18 
sufficiently to release the dog 16 on the 
shaft S, thereby allowing the shaft to 
be driven forward by the belt 23 from 
the pulley 22 on the shaft 4. Imme- 
diately after the cam 25 passes the posi- 
tion shown in Fig. 4 the lever 18 is re- 
turned to its normal position by the spring 
34, as shown in Fig. 5, ready to intercept 
the dog 16 when this shall have completed 
one revolution. In the meantime the shaft 
S is being driven from the shaft 4 until the 
types 20 on the watermarkers M have 
rolled around into contact with the web of 
paper, as shown in Fig. 5. Shaft S con- 
tinues its revolution until the dog 16 comes 
again into contact with the stop arm 7 of the 
lever 8, thereby stopping the shaft, after 
which the stud 19 continues revolving, as 
before, and when the cam 25 again comes to 
its position shown in Fig. 3 the mechan- 


ism repeats the operation. 
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Green Colors. 





Spectral green is an elementary color, 
but the green which is technically used is a 
binary color, consisting of a mixture of 
yellow and blue. The purer the elementary 
tone of these colors the more beautiful is 
the green. For clear, green shades, there- 
fore, neither yellow nor blue pigments of 
reddish shade should be used, but prefer- 
ably those with a greenish ‘‘shot.” The 
purest green shades are produced from a 
combination of prussian blue with chrome 
yellow on pulp which has been treated with 
alum or sulphate of alumina. Almost as 
lasting and more uniform shades can be 
obtained when the pulp has been previously 
colored with a solution of French fustic 
(yellow wood) and then with blue. The 
rather dull shades can be revived by the 


can be produced in all shades by putting 
on a bluish methyl-violet. 

Olive green is had by shading with log- 
wood, sienna earth and ochre, or, in the 
case of weak papers, with vesuvine and 
orange 2. 

The different color shades of commercial 
olive green aniline dyes allow of direct dye- 
ing, but they come somewhat dear. For 
weak pulps, or very thin papers, which can- 
not bear loading with mineral or metallic 
colors, and which are to be colored a pure 
olive green, a Havanna brownish ground is 
imparted with catechu, chromate of potash 
and extract of fustic, and shading is done 
with deoxidized potash color. 

Wall papers and wrapping papers are 
sometimes colored with green earth. When 
combined with oxide of iron the green earth 
shows browner shades. By mixture with 
ochre, the original shade of the silicate of 
iron (a dull green) becomes olive green. 
The so-called green ochre is prepared in the 
same way. 

Ochre, which has been dissolved in water, 
is treated with some percentage of hydro- 
chloric acid, and oxide of iron is thus 
brought in solution. 
with a solution of prussiate of potash and 
adding sulphate of iron, a green colored 
precipitate is formed.

duction, by the use of the dynamo. In the 
first instance, by the use of galvanism, 
there is not at the present time any form of 
battery known that is powerful enough to 
generate any considerable amount of elec- 
tricity, that may be utilized to any extent as 
a motive power, but what the cost of the 
materials consumed and the necessary care 
and attention in order to keep them in work- 
ing order will amount to more than the same 
power will cost if generated by steam or 
water power ; and so long as this is the case 
there is no possible chance to supersede 
them. In the second instance, while there is 
scarcely any limit to the amount of elec- 
tricity that may be generated from induc- 
tion by the use of the dynamo, it cannot be 
run without a motive power, either from 
steam or water, so that in the present state 
of the arts there is no apparent manner in 
which electricity as a motive power can pos- 
sibly supersede the use of either steam or 
water. 

That electricity may be the coming mo- 
tive power in one sense of the term there 
can be no doubt, for the reason that the 
electric motor may be used in places where 
water power is not available and steam 
power would not be tolerated. This natu- 
rally leads to the question, How may elec- 
tricity as a motive power be made the most 
available? 

In the first place, in cities and large towns 
| where power is desirable for light manufac- 
| turing purposes, an electric plant may be 
established in convenient locality 
where it will be the least objectionable, and 
run by steam or water power, whichever 


some 


may be the most convenient, and the power 
thus generated carried by conducting wires 
to any part of the town and into any build- 
In this 
manner power may be supplied at about 
the same cost that a steam engine of the 
| same power could be maintained provided 


| ing where power may be required. 





the conditions were such as to admit of its 
use. In this manner many valuable places 
in the city or town may be used for light 
manufacturing business which otherwise 
might remain vacant. 

Again, there are many valuable water 
powers located in various parts of the coun- 
try where the location is such that they can- 
not be made available in the usual manner. 
For instance, a water power may be so lo- 
cated and the surroundings be of such a 
character that the expense of receiving the 
raw materials and delivering the manufac- 
tured products is such as to preclude the 
idea of locating the necessary buildings in 
sufficient proximity to admit of transmitting 
the power by any of the old established 
methods; while at the same time a good, 
eligible and convenient site may be procured 
perhaps half a mile distant, where all facil- 
ities may be had for conveniently receiving 
and delivering those materials, and the ex- 
pense of erecting the necessary buildings 
will also be less. In such cases, by erecting 
an electrical plant upon the site of the water 
power and conducting the current of elec- 
tricity so generated to electric motors situ- 
ated within the building, an ample supply of 
reliable power may be obtained, and at con- 
siderably less expense than the same could 
be run independently by steam power. 

It needs no argument to prove that in lo- 
calities where there is an abundant supply 
of water all through the year, a well con- 
structed water power is the cheapest and 
can be maintained with less expense than 
steam. It is also claimed by experts that 
the loss in transmitting the power of the 
prime motor by electricity which arises from 
resistance and friction of the motor is only 
about Io per cent., and, if such is the case, 
that 90 per cent. of the useful effect of the 
power of the water wheel can thus be trans- 
mitted, then there can be no question as to 
its utility and economy as compared with 
steam. It is true that the first cost of a plant 
of this kind for utilizing a water power may 
be considerably more than an independent 
steam plant, but when the constant expense 
for the necessary fuel consumed from day to 
day is taken into consideration, it will not 
require the services of a very profound 
mathematician to determine that in the end 
the water power utilized in this manner 
would be the cheapest at even double the 
cost in the first instance. 

This, of course, cannot be applied to the 
case of acertain class of wood working es- 
tablishments which make an abundance of 
fuel from the shavings and other refuse 
matter from the several machines. In such 
cases steam power in any case is the most 
practical and available, for the reason that 
there is no cost for fuel; and besides it fur- 
nishes a convenient and even profitable 
manner of disposing of this matter, which 
in a majority of cases would require to be 
carted away to some distance from the mill 
and burned or otherwise disposed of. But 
there ate-hundreds of other manufacturing 
concerns that make no fuel and are obliged 
to purchase whatever they use, and in some 
localities the first cost with transportation 
added is no small item in the course of the 
year. To such establishments a good water 
power, although it may involve a consider- 
able investment of capital in the first in- 
stance to improve it and render it available, 
will be found in the end most profitable. 

The comparative cost for repairs and at- 
tendance between a steam plant and an 
electrical one operated by water power in 
this manner, of equal efficiency, appears to 
be about the same. The services of an en- 
gineer in either case are indispensable, as 
the machinery at the plant, consisting of the 
water wheels and dynamos, requires the 
same attention as the steam engine ; but the 
motors within the factory are so simple that 
but little care is necessary aside from keep-

pense, aside from the regular engineer, if

The heavy work of the various com- 
mittees on ways and means for the world’s 
fair being done, there remains the 
question as to what color to paint the struc- 
ture. A paper maker suggests that the 
buildings be left in the original color of the 
materials, and that New York and other 
cities be invited to paint them red after the 
opening. This proposition has in it the ele- 
ments of hospitality and business foresight, 
and is worthy the consideration of those who 
have the details of the enterprise in charge. 

In a recent trip through Indiana and IIli- 
nois your correspondent came in contact 
with several makers of straw wrapping, and 
it now seems probable that those engaged 
in that industry, which has long languished 
under individual mismanagement, will, in 
conformity with the spirit of the age, be- 
come united for their common good. We 
have seen for some years past, notwithstand- 
ing the outcry of trades unions and other 
bodies against them, syndicates handling 
revenues greater than those of states, and 
directing the labors of hundreds of thousands 
of men with an efficiency and economy un- 
attainable in smaller operations ; and it is

The amount deposit- 
ed by the shareholders was $92,044, and the 
money earned was $15,304. The assets in- 
clude $90,950 invested in real estate, and 
$8,700 in share loans. A dividend of 3 per 
cent. on the last six months’ business was 
declared, amounting to $2,832, and the 
amount required by law was added to the 
guaranty fund. The shares in Series 1, is- 
sued in 1880, on which $111 has been paid in, 
are now valued at $14,888. The account of 
the largest individual shareholder is $2,848, 
and the smallest, $608. The nineteenth se- 
ries of shares was opened this week, and is 
already having a good sale.

DECISION on the appeal from the judg- 
ment in the rag disinfecting case tried 
some time ago has been given. The | 
Appellate Court affirms the judgment, 
but reduces the amount to a certain ex- 
tent for reasons stated. It is not proba- 
ble that the plaintiffs will appeal from 
this order; but it remains to be seen 
whether the defendants will carry the case | 
to the court of last resort. Our readers 
will finda brief statement of the points | 
of the decision in another column. 








WHILE the manufacturers of writing | 
paper are considering means to abate | 
overproduction and to keep the prices of 
their product on a profitable basis, they 
ought not to lose sight of the fact that the 
consumption of paper may be increased 
by cheaper postage, and they should there- 
fore exertsome influence upon their Repre- 
sentatives to reduce the letter rate. This 
matter will be brought up soon after the 
meeting of Congress, and that it may be 
forcibly presented it should find co- 
operation from all sources. The first 
great reduction in letter postage oc- 
curred in 1845, when the rate was re- 
duced to 5 cents per half ounce. The 
resulting deficit was made up in three 
years. The next reduction from § to 3} 
cents in the half ounce rate was in 
1851, and in the course of a few years | 
there was surplus revenue from letter | 





postage. Since then — 1884—the rate 
has been reduced to 2 cents for half | 
an ounce, and in 1886 to 2 cents 
for 1 ounce.

The increase for the year thus appears 
to be 4 5-9 per cent., or 12,075,000 pounds 
for the year, the total annual capacity be- 
ing 277,620,000 pounds, or 138,810 tons, 
as against 132,780 tons for the year pre- 
ceding. The actual output has doubtless 
held the same relative proportion of in- 
crease. 

There are ten States in which no change 
of production occurred during the year; 
in five there was a falling off, viz., New 
Hampshire, 100 per cent.; Indiana, over 
25 per cent.; Iowa, almost 6 per cent.; 
Maryland, nearly 39 per cent.; New York, 
close on to 8 per cent. The gain noted 
has therefore been made in six States, of 
which Illinois shows over 23; Michigan 
in excess of 7; Nebraska about 70; Ohio, 
7%; West Virginia, a little more than 7, 
and Wisconsin a fraction over 52 per cent.

THE VALIDITY OF TRUSTS, 

Speculation in trust certificates has 
had a check, and this is made still more 
pronounced by the decision of the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court in this 
city. It will be remembered that some 
few months ago the question of the right 
of corporations to enter into trusts or 
combinations and still retain their cor- 
porate existence was brought in ques- 
tion by a proceeding of the Attorney 
General of this State to annul the charter 
of a sugar refining company. The judge 
before whom the issue was joined decided 
adversely to the parties interested in the 
trust. An appeal foll6wed, and the re- 
sult of this action is indicated in the de- 
cision of the General Term, Justice 
Daniels delivering the opinicn, in which, 
speaking of the trust agreement, he says: 





The law does not require that an instrument of this 
kind shal! in plain language affirm the intention to 
prevent competition and control the market, or ad- 
vance the prices of necessary commodities. The 
courts, as in other cases, are permitted to place them- 
selves in the position of the parties entering into the 
agreement to discover the objects or designs by which 
they may have been actuated. All that may be im- 
plied from the agreement is to be considered as con- 
tained in it, for the purpose of discovering what was 
intended to be accomplished. 

By the application of these rules to this case, the 


| leading object is disclosed, with a reasonable degree of 


clearness, to be that the affairs and business of the 
combination or association should be so managed as to 
promote the profit and gain of the associates. The 
board, indeed, was expressly authorized to promote 
the interests of the parties in all suitable as well as 
lawful ways. That clearly comprehends the power to 
prescribe and regulate the selling prices of the articles 
to be produced, and when the effect of the organiza- 
tion is to secure the control, or the substantial control, 
of this product and of its sale, as that has been done, it 
is no more than just to infer that the control is to be 
used to avoid competition and enhance prices. 

In this case it was a leading object to combine to- 
gether the different corporations and individuals en- 
gaged in the business, not only in and about the city 
ot New York, but throughout the country, and to se- 


| cure that control by a substantial organization for an 


indefinite period of time. This was done manifestly to 
place this business within the control and subject to 
the dictation of this association. And after putting 


| forth the efforts necessary to secure that end, it would 
| not only be idle but absurd to indulge in the supposi- 


tion that it was not intended to wield the authority in 
this manner secured for the pecuniary benefit of the 
associates. And the direct and usual way in which 
that is accomplished is by the advancement of prices 
of the commodities manufactured and sold in the 
course of the business whose control may in this way 
be secured. 

This is a controlling feature in this controversy. And 
that it was intended to be secured by the organization 
provided for and which actually took place is reason- 
ably free from doubt, and, where that appears to be the 
fact, the agreement, association, combination or ar- 
rangement, or whatever else it may be called, having

violation of the statute, Justice Daniels 
continued : 


This controversy is within the authority and princi- 


ples of the other adjudications which have been 
mentioned. As the facts have been developed the 
association or combination into which the defendant 


hasin this manner enterea was created for an unlaw- 


ful object. 


It was substantially for these reasons thatthe ver- 
dict was recovered against the defendant upon the 
trial. 
its functions under the act by which it was incorpor- 
ated, and had by the action which was taken placed 
itself in complete subordination to enter a different 
organization to be used for an unlawful purpose det- 
rimental and injurious to the public, instead of manu- 
facturing its product and disposing of it to the public 
on what might be fair competitors’ prices. 

It had become a party to a combination in part, at 
least, designed to create a monopoly, and exact from 
the public prices which could not otherwise be ob- 
tained. This was a subversion of the object for which 
the company was created, and it authorized the At 
torney General to maintain and prosecute this action 
to vacate and annul its charter. The action was well 
sustained by the facts which the evidence supported, 
and the judgment, for the reasons already mentioned, 
as well as those assigned by the judge presiding at the 
trial, should be affirmed. 


This issue will undoubtedly be carried 


to the Court of Appeals, where it will be | 


finally determined. It is a fair presump- 
tion that the views of the two subordinate 
courts will be sustained. In the mean- 
time it will be for the members of other 
trusts and combinations to take measures 
to disassociate themselves lest they, too, 
find that they will be counted among 
those who have lost their rights and 
privileges and the ordinary protection 
accorded to them by laws framed for gen- 
eral public good. 





Watermarks.

Inasmuch as the lining of digesters is 
again under discussion, I want to ask why 
will not the unlined digester answer. There 
is one in use, and now a Swiss firm is pro- 
posing to make a boiler from aluminium 
alloy, which, it is asserted, will meet all of 
the best requirements of sulphite fibre mills. 


A news mill in this country is soon to 
have a new sulphite plant. The boiler is to 
be of unlined steel, jacketed. The first 
cooking is said to make a chemical change 
on the inner surface of the boiler, which 
thereafter protects the metal from the at- 
tacks of the acid. . 


This is said to be the same kind of 
boiler which is in use in Bismarck’s mill in 
Germany. An American machinery man 
saw it there some time ago and was so 
pleased with it that he secured the Ameri- 
can right to manufacture it. 


Paper torpedoes are not new, but their 
use on a large scale and for purposes ot war- 
fare comes within the line of novelty. The 
Germans are said to be making torpedoes of 
immense size from paper compressed and 
varnished. Now, how would paper answer 
for shells, particularly those used in the 
dynamite guns? 

A young man in the stock trade has 
added a camera to his stock and now takes 
pictures of the mills he visits. Great 
scheme! But if his photographs are like 
those produced by some amateurs he had 
better not send the picture forward until 
after the stock has been accepted.
